The bill to repeal the Resump­ 
tion act, passed the House of Represent* 
lives on the 2‘IJ day of November, 1877, 
by the close vote of 133 yeas to 120 nay* 
It was sent to the Senate, and has been in 
the hands o f the Pinance Committee ever 
since. It is supposed that action will be 
taken on the bill this week by the Com­ 
mittee, and that it will be reported favora­ 
bly by one majjrity. But should the 
bill pass the Senate, President Hayes, from 
a high sense of duty, will sump it with hit 
veto, and thus prevent it from becoming a 
law. It is not 
likelv it will pass the 
House over a veto as the majority in la­ 
ver of the bill is too small.

safely predict that m nine months hence, 
the government will resume specie pay­ 
ments, an act which will do more (hail any 
one thing to create confidence in our mon­ 
etary system.

UNJUST AND O0STLY LEGISLATION. 
\Y ithln the 
two or three weeks we 
Lave had oco&sion ^ |-efer two or three 
times to t>^ fraud committed by publish­ 
ing th e ^ ity charier of Chippewa Falls 
nearly every year. The charter is a long 
one, and almost as regularly as the Legisla­ 
ture meets It must bs amended in some 
unimportant particular, and as a matter 
of 
course, 
it 
is 
annually re­ 
published both by the official State paper, 
and by a paper at Chippewa Falls. 
This 
constant “revision” of the charter of that 
little city is a gross outrage and lor three 
or four years past has attracted public at­ 
tention. To show the rascality in meddling 
with that notorious document, we reprint 
from the Mauston Star a piece of history 
which will disgust any sensible person: 
it seems that somebody bas taken the job of 
almost annually amending this charter of Chip­ 
pewa Fall*. It was revised in 1871, the revision 
occupies fifty pages of the laws enacted that 
year. It was revised again In 1872. the revision 
making fifty pares of law. la 1873 it was again 
revised, this time talking up fifty-four pages of 
the volume of statutes enacted in that year. 
In 
lS7ti the city was incorporated over again, the act 
making forty seven pages of law. 
The act of 
1878 will occupy at 
least as much space and 
and the taxpayers of the State will have to pay 
at least as much as they have in previous years 
for this vicious legislation, which benefits whom? 
Which benefits whom ? In the question. 
This vicious piece of legislation is managed 
by one mao who is solely interested. He 
publishes a paper, and in the winier loafs 
about Madison. He gets thick with the 
members of the Legislature, studies up 
some frivolous excuse for a revision of the 
charter, lobbies it through, it becomes a 
law, and.ls published at aa enormous ex­ 
pense. The Mauston Star says it has cost 
the State $0,000 a year to tinker with that 
charter, but put the sum at half that 
amount, and since 1S71, the State has paid 
out $13,000. No wonder certain persons 
can lounge at Madison each winter, and 
figure conspicuously in a “great sensation’' 
growing out of wine and women, when 
the Slate contributes money to the busi­ 
ness. 
On this subject of local legislation, the 
Evening Wisconsin makes some sugges­ 
tion which should be heeded by every one 
representing the people in the Legislature: 
“ In the first place the great hulk of this 
local legislation is an outrage upon the 
people in the more enactment of it ; and 
when its publication at State expense is 
added, the outrage assumes a magnitude 
that ought not to be tolerated. It is time 
that the press and the people made such a 
protest against this annual infliction that 
their representatives shall be constrained 
to remove it. Not only is this local legis­ 
lation an uojust bur Jeu upon the people at 
large, but one hail ot it is a positive detri­ 
ment to those immediately affected by it. 
Much of it is in the interest of some con* 
trai tor or schemer, and so far from being 
desired by the people is often passed in 
face oi their etroag protest.”

THE NEW METHOD. 


P ro p o sed F o r th e C o u n tin g o f th e 
E le c to r a l V o te -T h e A m en d m en t. 
The report of the sub-committee of the 
Louisiana committee charged with the 
consideration of the method of electing the 
President and Vice President, has been sub­ 
mitted to the fail committee and agreed to 
by one majority. 
Tne most important 
ieature la their proposed amendment to the 
Constitution is that of the electoral votes 
and fractions thereof for each person voted 
for as President in any State shall be ascer­ 
tained by multiplying his entire popular 
vote aud thereby the whole number 
of 
the 
electoral 
votes 
in 
the 
State 
and 
dividing 
tne 
product 
by the aggregate vote of the State for all 
persons voted for as President, aid the 
quotient shall be the number of electoral 
votes and tractions thereof to which such 
person shall be entitled, using for such 
fraction three decimals and no more. Tne 
element is designed to preserve the relative 
power of the smaller States. The commit­ 
tee say on this subject that the small States 
are now overrun by the present electoral 
system. It has happened already that the 
vote of 
New 
York, 
cast 
solid by 
general ticket, 
has decided the elec­ 
tion by 
a 
few 
thousand 
ma­ 
jority, and has not only settled the question 
tor a million voters but against eight 
million other voters. The practical effect 
of the electoral system has been to increase 
the relative importance and power ot large 
States, and the practice of voting by a 
general ticket was introduced by the large 
States for that purpose, and when intro- 
deced all were compelled to follow It. Rep­

It is the opinion of the members that the 
proposed amendment to the Constitution 
will not receive the approbation of con­ 
gress, two-thirds of bota branches being 
required to propose it to the States tor 
adoption.

Fortunately for the Confederates, at He 
moment this movement begau, [the charge 
of Colonel E. D. BakerJ there was heard 
the pattering footsteps aud jingling can­ 
teens ut the Eighteenth Mississippi, double- 
quicking through the brush; then a wild, 
terror-striking yell; then the simultaneous 
crash of 1,100 muskets, each hurling its 
leaden contents along the Federal left aud 
centre! The eflect was electric. The roar 
of this sudden, blinding, raking volley was 
like tho crack of doom to the already de­ 
moralized Federals, most of whom were 
under fire for the first time! A strange re­ 
port ran along the lines that General Joe 
Johnston, with 10,000 fresh men, had just 
arrived. Colonel Baker, himself, remarked 
to an aide that he had seen Johnston, 
mounted on a white horse, riding in ad- j 
vanco of his troops, beckoning with his 
hand for them to advance. Baker, Colonel 
Cogswell, Major Harvey and others were 
! at tbe time workmg the battery, which 
had been deserted by all save one or two 
officers—it being plainly exposed to the 
deadly fire of the concealed sharp shooters. 
The rilled O-pouuJcr could not bu used.: 
Seeing that the crisis was come, the Con- ! 
federates assuming the offensive and clos- j 
ing upon him from three sides, with the' 
river at his back—General Baker, whose I 
only fault was inexperience, turned to the 
bayonet as the last techie hope. Calling 
to the nearest battalions, appealing to their 
State pride, he begged, ordered, entreated 
them to advance, to charge! His voice,' 
ringing above the murderous crack of the 
ride, could bd heard even iu tho Confeder­ 
ate ranks, »urging, imploring his men to 
charge and save the day and themselves. 
Thus incited they began to move, but in 
that weak, wavering irresolution—a sure 
precursor ot failure. 
Baker gall »ped to 
lead them, but was instantly dismounted, 
the volley which slew his suberb steed 
wounding him also. But without pausing 
he gallantly rushed forward and was at 
the head of his men—the place for a brave j 
general to die, if fail ho must—when a j 
beardless youth emptied five barrels of his 
revolver into him at twenty paces. Four j 
of the balls took effect, the first passing 
through the brain ! 
A FEARFUL STAMPEDE. 
At this moment the hostile lines were 
within stone’s throw, and both advancing. 
The Federals, seeing the fall of their lead­ 
er, baited. Some soldiers seized Baker’s 
body and ran with it rearward. This start­ 
ed the rest, and a general retreat took 
place, though several brave fellows moved 
so slowly that hand-to-hand fights raged 
along the whole line daring the next ten | 
minutes. Many of the Southerners also j 
stopped 
at 
the 
cannon, 
which 
they wheeled around and endeavored 
to fire upon their late owners, 
but 
coaid not succeed. Afterward one of the 
guns was found to have the ball put in be­ 
fore the powder—a very good reason tor 
its refusal to go off when solicited. 
The 
temporary failure to pursue enabled Col­ 
onel Cogswell—now in command—to rally 
a portion of the survivors on the brow of 
tbe bluff, but be was himself bleeding from 
a wound; Colonel Devens [tbe present At­ 
torney General] was in like condition ; all 
regimental order was lost, aud the huddling 
oi the men on tbe hill rendered the Con­ 
federate fire, which was rapidly closing in 
on all sides, so much tbe more faithful. Sud* 
denly the Seventeenth Mississippi came in 
on the flank with a terrible volley aud 
ended the battle. Then ensued an awful 
spectacle! a kind of shiver ran through tbe 
buddled mass upon tbe brow of the cliff; 
it gave way ; rushed a few steps; then, 
in one wild, panic -stricken herd, rolled 
leaped, tumbled over the precipice!

THE PHONOGRAPH. 


TMe Frem ont Mints' o f Che I n v e n tio n — 
W h a t I t C an D o Y sw . and W hat It 
M ay D o in th e F a ta r e . 
New York Evening Post. 
The most common mistake regarding 
Mr. Thomas A. Edison’s latest invention, j 
the phonograph, is that electricity has any­ 
thing to do with it, or that the machine is 
at all costly or in any way complicated in 
it! working. 
A reporter of the Eveninc 
Post paid a visit yesterday to Room No. 52 
In the Tribune Building, and what follows 1 
is aa accurate account of what he heard and j 
■aw. 
It Is very fortunate for the genial 1 
gentleman who manipulated the phono- j 
graph for the amusement and instruction 
of the crowd of persons who constantly j 
throng the room with a puzzled expression , 
on their faces, that the days when wizards 
got their deserts at the stake have passed 
away. 
On a table near the centre of the room 
WM the far-famed phonograph, which can 
be briefly described as follows. 
A hollow 
cylinder of bimas, •boat Dine Inches long 
and five inches in diameter, is placed hun . 
zoBtalJy la very much the same way tl.al a 
piece of wood or metal is placed between 
the chucks of a lathe to be turned ; a brass 
rod runs through the centre of the cylinder 
mad at the end of this rod Is a little crank 
Which enables one to turn the cylinder 
around at any rate of speed desired; the 
(Od to which this handle is fixed has a 
■crew-tbread cut on its surface, so that 
when the cylinder is turned it shifts slowly 
to one side in such a way that if a pencil 
Ii held In a stationary position against the 
cylinder while it is turning it would 
trace a line like the thread of a screw, In* 
stead of using a pencil a diminutive drum 
with only one tympanum (the lower one) 
is used ; firmly attached to the under hide 
. of this lower tympanum is a small steel 
point like the point of a net Ile. 
When the 
bottom of this drum is male ti vibrate 
from any cause—a touch, or even the vi­ 
bration of the air—this steel point wi’l v.-

Where th« sound was very loud, the vi­ 
brations of the tympanum were very oner- 1 
getic, and the point was pushed far in, and 
made very deep indentations, lf, now, the 
needle point is placed at the beginning of 
this dotted line and held on the line while 
the cylinder turns, exactly the same kind 
of vibration will be imparted to the 
dram by the needle passing over the in­ 
dentations at the drum imparted to the 
needle when the indentations were made. 
If the indentation! are very close togeth­ 
er the yibrations of the drum-skin will be 
correspondingly high, and under contrary 
conditions the note will be com spend! ag­ 
ly low. 
The voice of the phonograph in its pres­ 
ent state of perfection is that of a person 
talking in a loud voice in an adjoining 
room with the door dosed. Any sound, nu 
matter what, is faithfully reproduced.

The invention Is yet 
lo its infancy, ana what may be the im­ 
provements which will speedily and pro­ 
bably follow it is impossible! to say^M r.

At the bottom of the 
outer door are several openings through 
which by lying flit on the ll >or they could 
see under the blind cell door and watch the 
movements of the prisoners without being 
seen. All day Saturday the prisoners im­ 
proved every spare moment digging about 
the broken stone, and got it so that it 
could be lifted out. The officers mean­ 
while felt sure that the attempt would be 
fruitless, as the old well on which so much 
hope w as based, had long ago been filled 
up with stone. When it came lime for the 
prisoners to be locked up, a little speech 
was made to them which surpilsed them 
greatly. They were informed that their 
actions had been watched closely all day, 
and that the officers knew exactly who 
were the chiel workers. Tease were named 
and were ordered to be kept in their cells 
on bread aid w*atcr for ten days as a pun­ 
ishment. The boys took their fate with 
coolness, but were greatly perplexed to 
know how the officers knew all about their 
little schemes.
